o'clock in the morning to visit the 
har- 


bor of San Pedro. 
The special 
train of 


five directors' cars made the run in about 
three-quarters 
of an hour. 
Most of the 


party were up and dressed 
and taking 


breakfast 
when the train 
started, 
and 


such ofthe citizens ofLos Angeles as had 
failed to breakfast 
before 
starting were 


invited to partake 
of the 
ample stores 


provided in the cars. 


Inspite of the fact that the time set for 


starting was so early that the street cars 
were not running, a very good number of 
representative 
men were on hand to ac- 


company the party.

an excellent view of the harbor could be 
obtained. 
General 
Brierly unrolled a 
chart 
of the harbor, and explained to 


several of the Senators 
who had 
come 


ont of the cars 
and were lookingout 


over the expanse 
of calm water, what 


was needed to make a safe resting-place 
forlarge ships. 


As chance wonld have it,but one single 


large vessel was in eight from the bluff, 
the Santa Rosa, which 
lay at anchor in 


deep 
water 
outside the channel. 
Sen- 


ator Frye, who, as he is the Chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Commerce, is 
ono of the moat influential men 
in that 
body 
and 
the one who would be most 
likely to influence 
legislation 
for or 


against 
appropriations 
for the harbor, 


stepped forward to the 
edge of the bluff 


where General Brierly was holdingopen 
the map and 
began 
to 
ask some ques- 


tions. 
"Where are all your ships ?" said he. 
"Iwas given to understand 
(hat there 


was something of a harbor here as it 
is, 


and that a great deal of traffic was 
car- 
ried 
on through 
here, although under 
unfavorable conditions." 
"At this season of the year," answered 


General Brierly, "the conditions are es- 
pecially unfavorable, 
and 
as no work, 
either 
dredging or anything else, has 
been done for some time, they have been 
growing steadily 
worse. 
Never in all 


my experience 
since San Pedro has been 


a harbor have I seen ii so bare of ves- 
sels as itis today." 


Several others of those present corrob- 
, orated this statement. 
Major Jones said 
that there 
were plenty of figures which 


could be 
easily supplied, 
and 
which 


wonld show very plainly that an im- 
mense 
amount 
of 
traffic had 
passed 
through this harbor in the last two or 
three years. 
"Well,let me look at this map?" said 
the Senator, and 
General 
Brierlyspread 
itont before bim. 
The others formed a 


group around, Senator Stanford standing 
to the left of Frye, and Mr. Curtis, of the 
Southern Pacific, directly behind. 
"Bat- 


tlesnake island and Dead Man's island," 
read the Maine statesman 
aloud. "What 


names! 
It is enough 
to scare an ordi- 
nary sea-faring man 
to death 
to come 
into such a place." 
"Ifthat is all the trouble with the 
plan," eaid 
Senator 
Stanford, "justlet 


ns have the needed appropriations and 
we will change the names 
to anything 


that you like." 


General Brierly then 
explained what 
it was proposed 
the Government should 
do. 
The 
Maine 
Senator asked 
a few 


questions, such 
as were necessary 
to in- 


sure 
his perfect 
understanding 
of the 
plan. 
The 
Senator 
has a plain, blunt 


way of expressing himself, and does not 
hesitate 
to speak out what he thinks. In 
the course of the year a number of differ- 
ent 
members 
of tbe 
Senate 
and the 
House 
of Representatives 
have 
visited 
the harbor, and, as a rale, they have in- 
dulged in 
pleasant 
generalities, 
evi- 
dently desirous 
of not saying anything 


which should offend the people of this 
section. 
It is very different with Mr. 
Frye. 


"Well," he said, "as near 
ac I can 
make 
out you 
propose 
to ask the Gov- 
ernment 
to 
create 
a harbor for you al- 


most ont of the whole cloth. 
The Lord 


has 
not given you much to start with, 
that is certain." 
"In default of afriend in Providence," 


said 
Secretary Higgins, "we call 
upon 


Congress." 


"Where is the money to come from for 


this s Bpendoua undertaking," asked the 
Senator. 
"Ont of that surplus which needs to be 


reduced," 
said General Brierly. 


"Howmuch willit coat, 
do you esti- 


mate?" 


"Four or five millions ofdollars," 
was 
the answer. 
"Are you sure that your whole country 
is worth that much ?" asked the Senator 
in a tone of voice which left his hearers 
a littlein doubt as 
to whether he was 
jokingor not. 


Here Senator Stanford, who had thus 
far not taken a very active hand in the 
conversation, now spoke 
up. 
"Back of 
this harbor liea one of the most wondei* 
fnllyfertile sections 
of country 
in the 
whole United States, capable of support- 
ingan enormous population, and already 
inhabited 
by 
half 
a 
million 
of 
people. 
It 
is 
rich, 
in 
stores 
of 
minerals 
aad 
blest 
with 
one 
of 
the most perfect climates npon the globe. 
Itis all undeveloped, 
yet enough has 
been accomplished 
to forecast its future. 
To tbe north there ia no port nearer than 
San 
Francisco, 
500 miles away; to the 


\u25a0oath none nearer than 
San Diego, over 
100 miles away." 


"How far is it from here to Los Ange- 


les?" suddenly asked the Maine man. 
''About twenty miles," was the an- 
swer. 


"Wh«r« the mistake 
lies," said Mr. 
Frye, 
"is in your having built your 
greatest city in a locality where 
no nat- 
ural harbor exists. 
Now, San Diego has 
a good harbor. 
You ought to move down 
there." 
Atthis unexpected remark Mr. Fisher, 
the President of the San Diego Chamber 
of Commerce, who was standing 
near at 


hand, 
smiled 
very sweetly, and there 


was a blank look on the faces of some of 
the listeners from this city. 


Senator 
Stanford 
again 
spoke 
up. 


"There are plenty of independent 
rea- 


sons 
why the 
city should be located 


where it is and nowhere else. Besides, it 
is rather 
late to be changing its loca- 


tion." 
"Bnt the 
coat 
of 
these 
proposed 
changes willbe so enormous!" 
said the 


Maine man. 


"Four millions?" said the California 
man. 
"The interest on that sum at two 


per cent, at which the Government 
can 


get all the 
money 
it wants, 
will be 


$80,000 a year. 
That is a mere bagatelle 


icompared 
with what the railroads 
are 


',expending 
on 
improvements 
on this 


Coast." 


"Well, what do you export from here? 


What do you produce and send 
away 


through this port?" 


General Brierly explained that it was 


rather a port of import than 
of export; 


but, 
bb the country 
developed, 
more 


products would be sent out through San 
Pedro. 


At this point some one in the crowd 


began to talk about the great number of 
harbors which had been 
improved on the 


coast of Maine, Mr. Frye's 
own State, 


and of the hundreds of millions which 
had been 
spent 
there by the Govern- 


ment. 
The Senator 
hastily interrupted 


him with the remark that the harbors of 
Maine were natural, and 
needed 
as 
a 


rule only moderate 
sums 
for improve- 


ment. 


As the party turned to go back to the 


cars the Senator from Maine seemed to re- 
lent a little of the rather brusque remarks 
he had made and said: "When the time 
comes the 
interests ef this section will 


be thoroughly investigated and the possi- 
bilityof making a harbor here will be 
decided 
upon by competent 
judges. 
A 


fair hearing will be granted to your prop- 
osition, whatever itmay be. 
and if this 


section has been really neglected Ishall 
be among the first to stand up for its in- 
terests. 
The attitude taken 
by Senator 
Frye 


was evidently not that of the other Sen- 
ators ofthe party. 
Senator Morgan, 
of 
Alabama, expressed 
himself to the effect 


that from this time forth he would en- 
deavor to cast his vote for exactly equal 
appropriations for the 
two coastß. 
The 


interests of the Pacific 
Coast, 
he said, 
had been long enough neglected for those 
of the Atlantic. 
A vast trade lay open 


in this direction, 
not only to China 
and 
Japan 
and 
India, 
but 
also 
to Central 
and 
South America. 
In a 
rather confidential way the Senator from 
Alabama 
expressed 
himself in clear lan- 
guage 
concerning 
the great 
power and 


influence 
exercised 
by tbe northeastern 
portion of the nation, and the disposition 
ofthat section to ignore or treat unjustly 
the West and the South. 
Senator Davis, 


of Minnesota, 
and several 
other of the 


western 
men 
expressed 
the belief that 


tbe situation 
was one which called for 


prompt and liberal action 
on the part of 


the Government. 


The train then ran back to Los Angeles, 


and was shifted 
from the track of the 


Southern Pacific to that of the Santa Fe,

country rich 
inruins 
of 
cities 
that 
were 
great 
in 
the 
days 
of 
Montezuma, 
and 
rich 
in 
the 
masterpieces 
of 
natures' 
handi- 
work. 
The railway passes 
through the 
old city of Laguna, 
in New Mexico, a 
citysow inhabited by the remnants 
of a 
once powerful Mexican tribe. 
These are 
the "cliffdwellers"?so 
called from hav- 
ing their cities built upon the tops of iso- 
lated mountains, the approach 
to which 


is by a single 
tortuous, narrow path 
along the face of the mountain, 
Here 


is one of the temples 
of Montezuma. 
Further 
on 
we 
pass 
near 
Acoma, 
and 
then 
near 
Zuni. 
We 
are 


now in the country of the 
celebrated 


"seven cities of Cibola," 
Zuni will well 


repay 
a visit. 
The Indians are very 
friendly. 
Near Zuni is the ancient city 


of Cibola, perched on the top ofa solitary 
mountain that rises 
almost 
perpendicu- 
larly 1,200 feet above 
the level of the 


surrounding plain. 
Here are the ancient 


groves and altars of the Aztecs, and here 
the Zunis come to worship. 
Scattered 
about on the adjacent plains are the mini 
of 
more 
than 
thirty cities, and 
the 
ancient 
zanjas 
or 
water 
ditches 
can 
be 
traced 
for over 
forty miles. 


Near 
by is the celebrated "El Moro" 


rock, 
covered 
with ancient Toltec and 


Aztec 
hieroglyphics, and with more re- 


cent Spanish inscriptions. 
Tbe earliest 


of these 
Spanish inscriptions having a 


date is the name of Don 
de Bazum- 


zalles in 1526. 
On the top of "ElMoro" 


are the ruins of an ancient city. Some of 
these 
ancient 
ruins 
are 
so 
old that 


there 
is 
no 
Indian 
tradition 
of 


the 
present races 
concerning 
them, al- 


though the Indian lore of the Zunis and 
Moquis is rich in traditions of the time 
of Montezuma, and even of earlier times. 
Near 
here 
is 
the 
wonderful 
"Jacob's 
Well," 160 feet deep and 600 feet across 
on the top. At the bottom is an ice-cold 
spring that 
is reached 
by stone steps 


that were laid before the time of Colum- 
bus.In Central Arizona are to be found the 
ruins 
of 
"Montezuma's 
houses" 
or 


"Casas Grandes," 
built many 
hundred 


years ago. 
Father 
Kino tells 
us in his 


book tbat he celebrated 
mass 
in "Casa 


Grande," the largest of these 
buildings, 


220 years ago, and that it was then in 
very 
good 
order. 
In 
Chihuahua 
are 
similar ruins. In the Cation of the Chaco 
are the ruins of a city that was built in a 
natural 
excavation in the 
side of the 


mountain. 
On 
the 
Salinas 
are 
the 
ruins 
of 
more 
"Cases 
Grandes." 
In Central Arizona were the rich mines 
of gold and silver which yielded such an 
immense 
revenue 
to the Spanish 
Gov- 


ernment in the 
early days of Spanish 


acquisition. 
The 
richness 
of 
these 
mines may be judged from the fact that 
the archives of the old Custom House at 
Guaymas, Sonora, contain 
the record of 


a suit brought by the Spanish 
King to 


recover from a mine proprietor a mass of 
virgin silver weighing over 2,500 pounds. 
The King claimed 
that all curioeitieß 


'hat 
were found in Mexico belonged to 
tbe crown, aud that this large 
lump of 


silver was a curiosity, and therefore 
be- 


longed to him. 
These 
mines, with all 


their bidden wealth, lie neglected, await- 
ing the coming of the steady proprietor. 
Felix Aubrey, who visited Arizona 
in 


1849, says 
that the Indians used bullets 


of gold when lead 
was scarce. 
When 


the railways were firstbuilt through Ari- 
zona and New Mexico the Indians used 
to bring to the stations large quantities of 
gold and silver, which they 
would con- 
vert into powder and ball at one-twen- 
tieth of their value. 


South of Albuquerque, in New Mexico, 


is the wonderful petrified forest, 
where 
hundreds of trees, some of them 100 feet 
long and ten feet in diameter, have been 
converted 
by some wonderful chemical 


process 
into solid 
jasper of variegated 


colors. 
Old Mexico 
is near 
at band 


with its pagan 
teocallis or pyramids to 


the sun and war gods, that were old and 
ruined in the days of the Aztecs. 


Near 
Flagstaff, in Arizona, live the 


"Moqui" Indians?the 
"cave dwellers," 


as they are called, from livingin caves 
in the precipitous 
sides of the highest 


mountains in the vicinity. The approach 
to their dwellings is by a narrow path 
along the steep Bide of the cliff. Athree 
hours' drive from the railway station 
at 


Flagstaff will bring the 
traveler to the 


"Grand 
cafion of the Colorado," where 


the river during countless 
ages has been 


cutting its way deeper 
and deeper into 


the clay of its banks, until for miles the 
banks are over a mile in height, and the 
stream looks like a Blender silver cord as 
seen from the top. 
But to get a correct 


idea of the grandeur of this most wonder- 
ful work of nature one must 
go down to 


the 
river's 
side 
and 
look 
up at 


tbe 
towering 
and 
overhanging 


walls 
that 
seem 
to 
reach 
almost 


to the 
clouds. 
The 
"Devil's canon* 


tbat is crossed 
by the railway before 


reaching 
Flagstaff fills yon with awe as 


you look down into its depths, yet it is 
not 300 feet 
deep, while the awful rift 


that you gaze down into from the banks 
of the Colorado cafion 
is nearly 6,000 


feet deep. 


Avisitto this region will better repay 
the traveler than wandering through the 
miles of old and 
musty paintings in the 
galleries of Italy. 
On every side he will 
see something 
to interest him. 
He will 
see that from the Rio Grande to the Pa- 
cific ocean the country has been inhab- 
ited bya race 
of people of a veryhigh 


state of civilization, 
who, although pa- 
gans, reared 
to their gods 
temples of 


marble 
and stone, 
and 
altars of solid 
gold and ot solid silver.

But the adjustm ent has been 
wrought out perfectly, and very few have 
suffered in the operation. 
The orange groves of the section have 
been saved, and this prime industry of 
all that are pecnliar to the section was 
never in a more flourishing condition. 
The trees all over our charm ing valleys 
are in a state of perfect health, and the 
vigor observable in the new fall growth 
now on the branches has never been ex­ 
celled. At Anaheim, at Rivera, along 
the highest mesa from Pasadena to San 
Bernardino, the groves are all in the 
moBt excellent condition. The result 
ia 
that 
during 
the 
past 
spring 
and sum m er hundreds of thousands of 
new groves were planted, even although 
the trees had to be imported from Flor­ 
ida. Preparations are now in progress 
to repeat this energy during the coming 
season. 
The plantings of last epriDg 
are doing so well that they will not 
merely be duplicated but doubled during 
the next planting season. The nursery­ 
men are doing all in their power to 
supply the dem and or trees. 
The vineyards have not yet been re­ 
habilitated, but they will be in good 
tim e. It is not the first time that a sec­ 
tion devoted to the vine has been visited 
by disastrous blight. Germany went 
through just such an experience years 
ago, and the Madeira vineyards were ob­ 
literated from the islands not many dec­ 
ades ago. These vineyards have all been 
restored to a state of perfect health. 
It 
is a source of encouragement of great 
significance that in 100 years this blight 
is the first set-back the vineyards of 
Southern California have ever suffered. 
There are oat at San Gabriel today grow­ 
ing vines planted by the Mission Fathers 
towards the end of the last century. 
Such a blight as th at which we have just 
passed through may never be seen here 
again. 
All probabilities teach that it 
will not disturb our enterprises or inter­ 
rupt o ir prosperity for the next hundred 
years. 
Besides theBe there are multitudes of 
lines of development awaiting the ener­ 
getic and industrious. 
W alnuts, figs, 
pam pas plum es, guava berries, olives, 
Japanese persimmons, beet root sugar, 
live stock, dairying, hog products and a 
hundred other fields of rich promise are 
wide open for the investm ent of capital, 
and the efforts of labor. 
W ith new railroads pointing this way, 
with thousands of well-to-do and enter­ 
prising people anxious to aid us in the 
developing of the resources of this sec­ 
tion, with a climate such as the world 
cannot m atch to draw the invalid and 
the stalw art too, there is no reason for 
any feeling here but one of hopefulness. 
The resources of so rich a section must 
be developed, and in all m aterial and 
intellectual things our growth m ust be 
rapid.

Improved

New S chedule to Go lu to Effect Next 
M outh—G eneral E a ste rn 
News.

W a sh in g to n , October 26. — General 
Superintendent Bell, of the Railway Mail 
Service, has made 
public im portant 
changes in the transcontinental fast mail 
service, to take effect November 10, 1889. 
On M arch 4, 1889, the time of going west 
from New York to San Francisco was 128 
hours 15 m inutes, which was reduced to 
118 hours 45 minutes on May 4,1889, and 
by November the schedule of fast mail 
tim e going west from ocean to ocean will 
be 108 hours 45 minutes. 
One very im­ 
portant feature is the fact that the train 
will reach Pan Francisco early in the day 
and the mails will be distributed by 
10 a. m. 
On March 4th the time from San 
Francisco to New York was 141 hours. 
On May 4th the time was reduced to 121 
hours. ^ The new schedule will reduce 
the

to

minutes, 
that 
is 
four 
days 
15 
hours 
and 
30 
minutes, leaving Shu Francisco a 7 p.m , 
after close of business, and arriving at 
New York at 10 35 a. m ., with the mails 
assorted so as to perm it of im mediate de­ 
livery. Thin is a gain of 29 hours and 
30 minutes on the’ March schedule, and 
a gain of 19 hours and 30 minutes 
on the May schedule, but as the arrivals 
at both ends will be in the morning in­ 
stead of evening, it means a gain of a full 
day over the May schedule in both direc­ 
tions. 
The service for all large cities will be 
adjusted to unite with transcontinental 
trains at either Chicago, Council Bluffe 
or Omaha, so that the advantages will 
be reflected throughout the West. 
There will be no change of care west of 
Omaha, a distance of 1,870 miles. The 
new arrangem ent carries with it some 
very im portant features, as the General 
Superintendent of the Railway Mail Ser­ 
vice will hereafter have the right to fix 
the schedule from ocean to ocean. pro­ 
vided it is not made faster than the 
quickest lim ited passenger trains over 
the same lines. 
This new schedule is 
said to be of the highest importance to 
the transcontinental business interests oí 
the country.

All ttieee are bids cf Class 1, hull and 
machinery to be according to plans and 
specifications of the Department. After 
the reading of the bidp, Secretary Tracy 
expressed himself as very well satisfied 
with the propositions made. The reduc­ 
tion of the required speed from eighteen 
to seventeen Knots per hour probably had 
some effect, he said, but the determina­ 
tion to build the 3,000 ton eruisers at the 
navy yards doubtless led the contractors 
to bring their bids within the prescribed 
figures. 
In response to the suggestion that he 
would have enough money left to equip 
the ships out of the appropriation, the 
Secretary replied:

B e rlin , October 26. — The proposed 
conference between 
Bismarck, Count 
Kalnoky and Prem ier Crispi has been 
delayed until after Em peror W illiam’s 
visit to Turkey. The political importance 
of the event ia not now denied. 
Bis­ 
marck’s project is to construct a second 
defensive line behind the Driebund, con­ 
sisting of England and Turkey, not com­ 
mitted by treaty to the special purposes of 
the 
Central European Alliance, but 
linked by kindred interests; hence he is 
maneuvering to commit Lord Salisbury 
to a new treaty w ith Turkey relating to 
the perm anent occupation of Egypt. 


RUSSIAN HOSTILITIES QUIETED. 
Bismarck’s project in regard to the 
Balkan settlem ent, as communicated to 
the Czar, has led to a temporary cessa­ 
tion of hoBtila Russian intrigues. The 
Czar baa certainly consented to perm it 
the Chancellor to try to realize some 
modus vivendt, h' Iding himself free to 
resume independent action in the event 
of the scheme falling through. 


THE IMPERIAL PARTY IN GREECE. 
News of the arrival of the Imperial 
party, aboard the'H obeiizollern, iu the 
Pirjeus, was telegraphed here this after- 
iiuuii. 
The telegrama state that heav> 
weather was encountered, and the Em ­ 
press was prostrated with seasickness. 
The King and Queen of Greece and the 
Crown Prince received the Imperial party 
at the entrance to the harbor.

landing the party took a train for Athens, 
and on tbeir arrival there th ry drove to 
the palace in Elate carriages. The route 
was lined with troops, and an immense 
throng gave an ovation to the Imperial 
party

Mr. Gird has 
been in San Francisco for a couple of 
weeks, directing his efforts to the accom­ 
plishm ent of the much desired result, 
and his efforts have not been futile. 
The sugar factory people regard the 
Chino 
proposition with considerable 
favor, although It is not yet known 
what conclusion they will arrive at. 
As 
a result of Mr. G ird’s visit to San 
Francisco and bis efforts. Sir. H enry 
T. Oxnard, the bead of the company 
with which Mr. ^ Gird ia negotiating, 
came down to Chino, arriving there on 
Sunday 
and 
rem aining 
until 
this 
morning, when he left on his return 
to San Francisco. The object of his visit 
was still farther to satisfy himself as to 
the accuracy of the tests of sugar beets 
that bave been made, and as to the 
favorable character of the Boil for raising 
the sugar beet. 
Upon both these points 
he expressed himself fully satisfied. Ac­ 
companying Mr. Oxnard was Mr. Des­ 
prez, who has lately come to America 
from France in the interest of Mr. Ox­ 
nard and his company. 
An uncle of Mr. 
Desprez in France cultivates 3,000 acres 
to beets, and is tho owner of a large fac­ 
tory and refinery. 
Mr. Desprez was 
raised up in tho business, and is espe­ 
cially an expert in soils adapted to the 
culture 
of 
the 
beet. 
On 
his ar­ 
rival 
in California Mr. Desprcz ex­ 
pressed 
a 
very 
decided 
opinion 
againet 
the 
raising 
of 
the sugar 
beet on this Coast for the reason, as he 
claimed, that the beet could net be suc­ 
cessfully produced in any country where 
vegetation grew the year round. 
On in­ 
vestigation, however, at W atsonville, 
Alvarado and other places, and studying 
further the soils and conditions, his mind 
underwent a radical change on this tub- 
je it, and he is now considerable of an 
enthusiast on the adaptability of this 
Coast to the successful culture of the 
beet. 
He was liberal in praise of the 
Chiao for this purpose. Tho visit of these 
gentlemen to the Chino augurs well for 
the success of .ho present negotiations, 
although it is not decisive. The fact 
that Mr. Oxnard manifested a sufficient 
interest in the m atter to come here from 
San Francisco to make still further inves­ 
tigations, proves that he is in earnest 
and desirous of establishing the factory 
if he shall feel that the conditions will 
reasonably justify the enterprise. The 
expenditure of half a million dollars in 
putting in the m achinery and getting the 
establishm ent in working order is a thing 
to be thoroughly weighed and carefully 
coneidored, and no good business m an 
would or will undertake to make so large 
an outlay without first satisfying himself 
th at there is a reasonable apturance of 
success. 
In making this visit at thie 
time and in “ making haste slowly,” Mr* 
Oxnard has shown him self to be a 
shrewd business man. 
W hat the result 
will be it, of course, will be impopsible to 
forecast, but this much can be said, and 
that is that the visit of Mr. Oxnard and 
Mr. Desprez has resulted in increasing 
the favorable impression which the for­ 
mer gentlem an has hitherto entertained 
of tiie Chino as the location of the 
factory.—[Pomona Times.

HOME-MADE DRESSES. 


m a n y T a a ie la l a n d B ecom in g T o il­ 
ets Not Nlade b y the Modistes 
I bo often hear women exclaim over 
the incompetency of dressmakers, and 
from personal experience have found it 
■o hard to get satisfactory work done, 
that I have been giving the matter some 
little attention, and have decided that 
the supreme art of dressmaking, of 
which expensive modiste3 discourse so 
learnedly, is all humbug. 
Given a nat 
ural taste which every seven women out 
of ten possess, a knowledge of what is 
becoming, for the lack of which no 
woman should be forgiven, the time 
to devote 
to the task, 
and dress­ 
making resolves itself into a pleas­ 
ure and a success. 
Every woman, 
be 
she 
rich 
or 
poor, 
knows 
instinctively what 
is 
becoming 
to 
her style better than any hired dress­ 
maker can do, or at least than they will 
do. It is altogether too much trouble to 
Study each customer’s 
peculiarity of 
form and feature, and would entail an 
amount of personal study that a fashion­ 
able modiste has neither the time nor in­ 
clination to acquire, and which the more 
modest dressmaker is too busy doing a 
great part of the manual labor to con­ 
sider. Madame keeps all the fashion 
plates, to be sure, and you may select 
from them any style that you think most 
suitable 
for 
your face and figure 
and the material in hand. You carry 
the graceful outlines of that particular 
coBtume in your mind’s eye, seeing your­ 
self, in a vision, sailing down Broadway 
with all eyes on that simple yet elegant 
get-up. So you revel for several weeks, 
and it is well that you do, for in all 
human probability that is all the reveling 
you will get out of the affair, as the 
reality is far from your anticipations, the 
dresB no more like the model you selected 
than day is like night, and the style not 
at all suited to your figure. You change 
your dressmaker with a like result. You 
go up on Fifth avenue and pay an enor­ 
mous price; the result is the same. 
All this is money well invested, expe­ 
rience dearly paid for, but of advantage 
if it but teaches you one thing—to open 
your eyes, look around and see if you do 
not find that the most tasteful, the most 
becoming, the most artistic dresses aie of 
home manufacture. I do not mean the 
carelessly made, the ill-fitting dresses 
that of course we see every day. They 
are the results of slovenliness and un­ 
skillful haste. But I can point you 
out 
a 
dozen 
women 
any 
morn­ 
ing 
on 
Broadway 
and 
Fifth 
avenue, clothed in the perfection of 
artiBtic becomingness and suitability, 
whose clothes are made by their own 
fair fingers; and a dozen more, whose 
clothes are all designed by themselves 
and made under their own personal 
supervision. How many times have I 
smiled to myself to hear the . audible 
comments 
made on some of theBe 
dresses. “That is a Redfern, I know!” 
or,“That is one of Piugat’s l’ll wager any­ 
thing!” When I knew that the dress in 
question was made and designed entirely 
by the fair wearer. 
One woman, whose name I could use 
with telling effect, and who gets some of 
her costumes from Paris every year, 
makes the prettiest dresses that she 
wears. 
To be sure, she has a maid to 
help her and to do the plain stitching, 
but the draping, the designing, the fitting 
she does herself. 
Neither does she sit 
right down to it and devote day after 
day to it as so many amateurs do. 
She 
thinks out her costume, the occasion on 
which she wishes to wear it, whether 
street, reception, 
ball 
or 
carriage. 
She then carefully selects 
her ma­ 
terial, making sure 
it 
is 
suitable 
for the use she designs it for. 
Here is a 
good foundation laid. The next step is 
to carefully select the design, and she is 
ready for work, to which she devotes an 
hour or two every morning, if possible, 
as her social duties are tremendous. 
Sometimes she is a whole month on one 
dreas, sometimes but a week or two. 
But she almost always has a dress on 
the tapis, in various stages of com­ 
pletion, and very proud Hhe is of her suc­ 
cess ; and well she may be, as she wears 
some of the daintiest and most becoming 
costumes worn among the Four Hundred. 
But it is to only a few of her most inti­ 
mate frionds that the secret is confided. 
No one ever catches her at her work. 
She is always ready to receive visitors, 
always bright, never tired, and always 
well dressed. Some of her tea gowns and 
morning dresses are dreams, all of them 
emanating from that one bu9y brain. 
In striking contrast is another woman 
who wears pretty dresses and makeB 
them, too, but to whom the making is 
actual labor; who, when she has a dress 
to make, shuts herself in her sewing 
room, with a sewing girl to assist, and 
makes sometimes three or four dresses at 
a time. It is a sorry time for the house­ 
hold while she is at it, I assure you. She 
is absorbed in dressmaking, and emerges 
from the sewing room in time to dress 
for dinner. She does not go out, and, as 
a consequence, the loss of her daily con­ 
stitutional and diversion tells on her 
strength and temper, and at the end of a 
week 
or 
ten 
days she 
is eom. 
pletely prostrated, but the happy pos 
sessor 
of two or three new costumes. 
While they are pretty and 
becoming, 
they can’t compare with those of the 
woman who takeB her time and studies 
the effect of each loop or fold, and whose 
finishing touches are put on with such 
infinite care and taste. And, oh, those 
finishing touches!. How they make or 
mar a costume. They are the rocks on 
which so many, yes, the majority, of 
home 
dressmakers are shipwrecked. 
Hurry and haste are death to neatneRs; 
and, without neatness, no dress is fin­ 
ished. 
•Of course it is to the interest of dress­ 
makers to make a great bugbear of tbeir 
work and to loudly declare—as I’ve often 
heard 
them—that 
dressmaking has 
reached such perfection of art that Hone 
but an artist need attempt it. 
And if 
we judge by the many failures of these 
same artists (?) we mu3t, perforce, be 
lieve them ; but if we are capable of ex­ 
ercising a little common sense we know 
that 
this 
latter, 
but 
little 
used, 
commodity is the one 
most to 
be 
exercised in the making of dresses, as 
well as the making of most things. 
See how easily a new, and often an in­ 
competent, dressmaker establishes her­ 
self in a paying business. Let a woman 
but announce that she is a dressmaker, 
and customers spring up almost like 
magic. 
I have in mind as I write one 
woman whose husband met with tempo­ 
rary reverses by which ho was suddenly 
and 
almost 
unexpectedly 
deprived 
of 
every 
dollar 
he 
had 
in 
the 
world. 
The 
wife 
had 
been 
teacher before her marriage, and a very 
successful one, too, I believe. The hus­ 
band was prostrated by his reverses, and 
she realized that she must do somethinf 
to help him. What did she do? ^ Di< 
she accept the position in a private 
school which was at once tendered her? 
Not she I She went to dressmaking. 
Without a particle of experience—as 
she 
has 
always 
had 
her 
own 
dresaea 
made — she 
plunged 
into 
the business, and, strange as it may 
seem, was very successful. I have seen 
some of the dresses she!turned oat, and 
very stylish and pretty they were, Isay 


that she turned out, for by the wheel of 
fortune her husband recovered his posi­ 
tion, and she dropped dreanmaking as 
quickly'as she took it up. I met her in 
the street a few days since, and she told 
me she was on her way to her dressmak­ 
er’s with samples and trimmings galore. 
Gan any one believe with such facts as 
these before them that dressmaking is 
such an impossibility as dressmakers 
would have us believe? I write this 
hoping to spur the hundreds of womea 
in this city who can ill spare the money 
they pay to 
dressmakers to try for 
themselves, and see if their dresses are 
not more satisfactory than ever before. 
It entails a certain amount of labor, to 
be sure, but my advice would be to follow 
the idea of my friend «ho takes a month 
to make a dress, and give to each part 
the very be6t 
knowledge 
you may 
possess.—[New York Star.

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A SUMMER HEALTH RESOET.

Physicians in search of climatic aid 
haye been led to send their patients to 
the various summer places of note, such 
as the Catskill and Adirondack mount­ 
ains of New York; the White mountains 
of New Hampshire; Berkshire, Mass.; 
Atlantic City and Long Branch, N. J . ; 
Aiken, 8. 0 .; Asheville, N. 0 .; Denver, 
Col., and numerous other places at 
home, as well as many renowned places 
abroad. 
i 
After careful study of this climate, I 
will attempt to show that we can add to 
the list a health resort of superior advan 
tages, the Pacific Slope of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, and particularly as a summer re­ 
sort. A visit to this sunny land of a 
section of country lying along the Pacific 
Coast, situated between latitude thirty- 
two and thirty-five degrees north, and 
between longitude one hundred and 
seventeen ana one hundred and twenty 
degrees west, and comprising a portion 
of each of the four counties of San Diego, 
Los Angeles, Ventura and Santa Bar­ 
bara, very favorably impresses the writer 
of the superior natural sanitary advan­ 
tages offered, as being an almost perfect 
health resort. 
Much has been said and written in 
reference to this section of country, as 
being a very favorable winter resort 
But as a summer resort it is far super­ 
ior. Both seasons, however, have their 
own peculiar advantages, and as a winter 
resort it has no equal. And Southern 
California is rightly termed “the sunny 
land,” “the land of blue sky,” “ the 
paradise of the world.” 
In speaking of this, I have reference 
to that slope of land along the coast, 
from the city of San Diego to Santa 
Barbara, extending eastward for fifty 
miles from the coast to what is known as 
the Sierra Madre mountains, including 
the fertile 
valleys 
and undulat­ 
ing foothills and mountain spurs, 
until an elevation of 
6,000 feet 
is reached; and in which is contained 
the prosperous cities of Los Angeles, San 
Diego, Pasadena, Santa Barbara, Santa 
Ana, etc., and the seaside resorts of 
Santa Monica, Long Beach, Coronado 
and Catalina island, at which places 
bathing in the surf of the Pacific gives 
new charm and zest to our wearied ex 
istence. 
Let us carefully make note of the fol­ 
lowing tables, as compiled from the 
United States Signal Service Reports of 
the Loe Angeles station. 
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Table Showing Temperature (Fahrenheit), Humidity (per cent.) aud 
State of Weather for the Colder 8ix Months. 
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1878 to 1888. 
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Foggy Daya. 
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From the above tables we learn that 
the temperature for the warmer six 
months is a very few degrees higher 
that the colder six m onths; that during 
the heated part of the day the 
mercury runs very little higher during 
the Bummer than during the winter; 
that the mean relative humidity is com­ 
paratively lower in summer than in 
winter; and we have more clear and 
fair days, and less cloudy days, and no 
rainy days in summer, giv:ng us every 
day to be out of doors. 
From the above tables we learn that 
during the warmer six months we had, 
oat of the 184 days, 100 clear days, 68 
fair days, or 168 sunshine days, and only 
16 cloudy days. Of the 16 cloudy days, 
only on six different days did rain fall; 
three light showers occurred in daytime, 
and three light showers at night. Dur­ 
ing these six warmer months we find 
that the highest temperature was only 
98 degrees Fahrenheit, and from United 
States Signal Service reports I find that 
k reached this point but twice, once in 
the month of September and once in the 
month of October. And on but very few 
days did the temperature run up 
in the nineties. Generally the tempera­ 
ture, during the hottest part of the 
day.rarely reaches 06 degrees Fahrenheit, 
Sid this always occurs between the hours 
of 10 a. m. and 2 p. m., after which 
there is a cool breeze blowing from the 
ocean. The heat, therefore, is at no 
time oppressive, but the weather it- 
always comfortable, always cool in tne 
shade; and as night approaches it gro*v 
from ten to twenty degrees cooler, mak­ 
ing it very comfortable, and necessary at 
all times of the year to sleep under 
blankets. As the nights are always 
eool, one gets good, restful sleep, 
from which he awakeB refreshed. 
It 
is 
generally 
remarked 
that 
a 
person 
requires 
more 
sleep 
in this climate than in a colder one—at 
least he is inclined to sleep more, ano 
the consumptive rests in peace. It is to 
be noticed that we have no foggy days 
But at certain times of the year, as nigh' 
approaches, a fop blows in from th* 
ocean, and sometimes in the morning we 
have a high fog, having the appearance 
of being cloudy. The relative humidity 
falls as the temperature rises, thus reliev­ 


ing us of that depressing feeling daring 
the heated term. Take any given day, 
the temperature at 7 a. m. being 70 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit, the relative humidity is 
about eighty-five per cent. From 10 a. 
m. to 1 p. m., the hottest part of the day, 
when the temperature may be 85 or 90 
degrees Fahrenheit, the relative humidity 
will be as low as fifty-five or sixty per cent. 
From this we leam why the heat is 
never oppressive, and why sunstrokes 
never occur, and why one does not sweat 
away in perspiration and seek the ice 
cooler for comfort. 
From the above table it will be seen 
that there are only four of the six warmer 
months where the average temperature 
reaches only 67 degrees Fahrenheit. And 
we also learn that the mean temperature 
for the six warmer mouths, for the past 
ten years, has been at the average stand­ 
ard o? only 67 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
months of May and October are of abont 
the same temperature, or several degrees 
cooler, averaging about 62 degrees 
Fahrenheit for the past ten years. 
Here, in the six warmer months, we 
find comfort and peace from oppressive 
heat in a balmy climate. The clearness 
and purity of the atmosphere is remark­ 
ably refreshing and invigorating. There 
are no windy^ nor wet, nor damp, nor 
foggy days, which gives us every day to 
be out in the open air, inhaling a pure 
Aseptic atmosphere. 
Dr. Boaington, of 
Warwickshire, forty years ago, said: 
“To live in, and breathe freely, the open 
air, without being deterred by wind or 
weather, is one important and essential 
remedy in arresting the progress of 
phthisis.” 
Regarding the attractiveness of the 
^ # ry , those who have travelled much 
an#visited this section of country are at 
once captivated with its grandeur and 
beauty, and generally concur in the 
opinioo that there is no place so charm­ 
ing. It abounds in majestic mountain 
heights and cliffs, and romantic cafione 
and ravines, and fertile valleys of exquis­ 
ite beauty, and rippling streams finding 
their way from the mountains to the great 
Pacific. Los ADgeles, from its central 
position, can boast of many attractive 
drives over good roads to local places of 
interest, over rounding bluffs and beau­ 
tiful valleys, to points commanding 
views of billowy hills and distant am­ 
phitheatre of mountains, of most beauti­ 
ful scenery, and a charming foothill 
drive to the ocean. 
Los Angeles is a beautiful, thriving 
city cf about 80,000 inhabitants. 
The 
principal streets are paved with asphalt 
or bituminous rock, and are kept clean 
by being swept clean every night. An 
outfall sewer to the ocean is soon to be 
constructed. 
The resident portion of the city con­ 
tains some of the most beautiful homes 
in America. They are snrrounded by 
large green lawns, laid out with ex­ 
quisito taste and beauty, and contain a 
variety of evergreen trees and palms, 
and semi-tropical plants and flowers of 
all descriptions. 
There is a beautiful 
park in the heart of the city, and several 
other parks are being laid out and deco­ 
rated in an elaborate manner.

Twenty miles south­ 
ward is the seaside resort, Long Beach, 
and- five miles from this, westward, is 
the Port of San Pedro, where a steamer 
awaits the tourist for an oceau voyage of 
thirty miles, to Catalina island, which 
place is a rapidly growing, popular sum­ 
mer resort. Good hotels with good ac­ 
commodation will be found at each of 
these places, open to tourists during the 
summer months. 
About one hundred miles southward 
from Los Angeles is Coronado Beach, 
with its renowned Hotel del Coronado of 
750 rooms, beautifully situated, with 
grounds laid out with exquisite taBte and 
beauty, and wide, magnificent views of 
mountain, ocean and bay scenery, and 
whose surf-bathiDg is most pleasant and 
enjoyable, and where the sunny days 
pass away almost like a dream. 
Regarding the healtbfuiness of this 
section of Southern California, statistics 
prove it to be the most healthful spot in 
America. From the Board of Health re­ 
ports of the prevailing diseases, we learn 
that cholera infantum is an almost 
unknown disease among the little 
ones, which in our eaetern cities 
carries away thousands upon thousands 
during the summer months. Diarrhoea 
and dysentery, which also swell the 
death-liet up in the tens of thousands, 
are indeed ot very rare occurrence, and 
the fear of the death of the babe from 
these diseases, by those mothers who 
have lived East, is a thing of the past 
with them. 
As there is no stagnant water nor damp 
soil for the decomposition of vegetable 
matter for the development of malaria, 
intermittent and remittent fevers are 
equally as rare. 
The purity of the water, which is 
derived from the mountains, which 
is free from contamination of sewerage 
and decomposed animal or vegetable 
matter, gives us almost perfect immun­ 
ity from the more common zymotic dis­ 
eases. 
When, however, 6uch diseases 
do occur they usually run a mild course. 
The even state of the temperature, 
wit i no days of oppressive heat; the 
purity of the atmosphere, with a low rel­ 
ative humidity; and every day to be out 
of doors, makes this section of the coun­ 
try a most desirable one for consump­ 
tives. A patient with phthisis should 
come here in due time and remain at 
least two or three years, when in all 
probability, with due care, the progress 
of the disease will be arrested. Many 
such persons I see daily. The same may 
be said of those who are afflicted with 
diseases of the kidneys. 
Having a climate here which is con­ 
ducive to sleep, and which acts as a se­ 
dative to the nervous system to the many 
who are afflicted with nervous trouble, 
the result of overwork, or from other 
causes, for them no better place can be 
found on the face of the globe. 
A case of pneumonia, which recently 
occurred in my practice, I here desire to 
report, as it will give evidence of the 
mildness and aseptic condition of the at­ 
mosphere, and show how such a fatal 
disease as pneumonia can be successfully 
treated in this climate. The patient, a 
young man, 22 years of age, had been 
working on street paving. On the night 
of May 2d he had the initial chill and 
pain on his right side below the nipple. 
He was very anxious to keep at his 
work, and did so until theSih inst., when, 
ilmost exhausted and greatly emaci­ 
ated, he consulted mo for shortness of 
breath and soreness of the right side of 
his chest. On examination I found 
there was consolidation of the whole of 
the right lung. 
He never kept his bed, 
but passed most of the day out in the. 
open air, sitting in the park, as he lived 
only one block away, aDd walked to my

CIRCULAR LETTER. 


To Deputy Collectors and other officers of 
the First District of California: 
Gents ?I am in receipt of a letter from 


tbe Honorable 
Commissioner 
Internal 


Revenue, 
dated October 
11, 1889, which 


prescribes the followingrules, viz: 


\u2666 * * "When the distiller ie the 


owner or proprietor of the winery, the 
Collector may, under 
the provisions of 


Section 
3103, 
Revised 
Statutes, 
as 


amended by act of August 15,1875, enter 
and examine the winery, for the purpose 
of aiding in detecting and punishing any 
fraud upon the revenue. 
And in cases 


where the product of the distillery, in 
whole or in part, is carried and used in 
the winery to fortify the wines, or for 
any other purpose, the Collector, or any 
revenue officer, for the purpose of exam- 
ining, measuring and taking account 
of 


the spirits, may, under 
Section 3276, go 


to the wineryand make 
examination of 


the spirits, and 
may do whatever iB 


necessary 
to 
make 
such 
examination 


thorough and complete. 


Inthis case the establishments 
are so 


connected as to be in a measure 
depend- 


ent one npon the other, and a thorough 
search may require 
the examination 
of 


both. 
And the Collector, Deputy 
Col- 


lector, or a revenue 
agent, 
may, under 


Section 3177, Revised 
Statutes, enter in 


the daytime any buildingor place where 
any spirits, subject 
to tax, are 
made, 


produced or kept, within hia district, so 
far aa itmay be 
necessary 
for the pur- 


pose of examining the spirits there kept, 
and he may also do the same where any 
such premises are open at night. 


The entries 
and examinations herein 


spoken of are in the line ot official duty 
and may be made without warrant. 


The fact that the examination of the 


winerymay interfere with the process 
of 


clarification or fermentation should not 
prevent the officer from making the ex- 
amination, if he 
is 
reasonably satisfied 


that it is his dutyto do so. 
Such 
exam- 


ination 
should of course 
be conducted 


with 
great 
care, 
so as to do as 
little 


damage as possible.
